jfliE STORY of Pacific College is the 
story of the growth of education in a 
pioneer Oregon community following the 
arrival of the Quakers. 

Ewing Young was the first settler on 
the western side of the Willamette river. 
Over 100 years ago he brought more than 
600 head of Spanish longhorns from 
Mexican California, built a sawmill, and 
even led to the organization of the first 
government in the Northwest when the

necessity of Settling his estate arose at Pioneer Quaker Leader 

the time of his death. 

After the passing of the Donation Land Law in 1850, D. D. Deskins and 
Joseph Rogers took the claims where Newberg now stands.

In the year 1871 the region was visited by William Hobson, a Quaker minis- 
ter from Iowa, who had felt "a call of the Lord to start a settlement of Quakers 
in Oregon." He traveled back and forth through various parts of Oregon and 
Washington territory, and finally his careful choice brought him to where New- 
berg is now located. A postoffice had been established in 1869 by Sebastian Brutscher 
who obtained a commission as first postmaster and named the office after his home 
town, Newburgh, in Bavaria. Hobson returned in 1875 to settle down, and made 
good use of the postoffice in sending word to his friends urging them to come to 
the newly settled town. 

Two families from Indiana came to the "Grubby End' of Chehalem valley in 
1880 by rail and boat via San Francisco. In this party of Quakers were Jesse and 
Mary Edwards and their four children and Ezra H. and Amanda Woodward and 
their son, Walter. In this one group was much of the force that founded Pacific 
College. The two men were both members of the first board. Mrs. Woodward fol- 
lowed her husband in that loyal service. Clarence Edwards was a member of the 
first graduating class and three others of the children went on to graduation. 

It was during the summer of 1881 that the first school was erected in the New- 
berg district in a stump field now the northwest corner of Main and Illinois streets. 
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There were thirteen children in the district. 
One evening in the spring of 1884 the child- 
ren saw that someone had cut a swath of 
wheat down along the west side of the Ed- 
wards garden where the Friends church now 
stands. Mr. Edwards had been so anxious 
to have an Academy started that he had con- 
sented to its erection in the center of his 
eighty acre field. 

Chehalem Monthly Meeting had raised 
the money for the erection of a two story 
building. Only the first floor was finished 
when Friends Pacific Academy opened on 
September 28, 1885, with nineteen students 
and a faculty of three. Dr. H. J. Minthorn, 
former superintendent of the Indian school 
then at Forest Grove, was principal and Mrs. 
Minthorn and W. R. Starbuck completed the 
force. Among the first students was Herbert 
Hoover, orphaned nephew of the Min- 
thorns, who was eleven years old and a 
pupil in the grammar school department. 

The first board was composed of Ezra H. Woodward, president, David J. 
Wood, secretary and treasurer, Jesse Edwards, Jesse Hobson, and George W. 
Mitchell. In 1886, they arranged for the erection of a boarding hall and four small 
cottages for the use of students boarding themselves. The entire charge to stu- 
dents including tuition and board and room was only $110 a year.

2)uRING THE first five years of 
its existence Pacific Academy had 
made a growth highly satisfac- 
tory to its promoters, having in- 
creased from an original enrollment 
of nineteen to about 130. One stu- 
dent had graduated and larger class- 
es were coming on. The nearest 
Quaker college, Penn College in 
Iowa, was far away and Oregon 
Friends were confronted with the 
need for a college of their own. 

After carefully considering the 
matter the Board announced its de- 
termination to open a college. So 
Pacific College came into being 
September 9, 1891, in the building housing the Academy, and a college charter was 
granted under the laws of the state of Oregon. Official management was secured 
by the simple expedient of continuing the Board of Trustees that had been con- 
ducting the affairs of the Academy. 

Thomas Newlin came from Spiceland Academy where he had been principal, 
to become first president of Pacific College. He had received two degrees from 
Haverford College. On the opening day the enrollment was two juniors, four 
sophomores, two freshmen, and seven listed as deficient in preparatory work for 
full freshman standing. There were 136 in the Academy the same year. For tta 
entire institution there were six professors in addition to President Newlin. His 
salary was $1000 per year and the others received about $50 per month. 

Newberg was now an incorporated city of 1000 inhabitants and a movement 
had begun for more commodious quarters for the new insitution. There were at 
least three offers. The offer of twenty-three acres in the northeast part of town 
was accepted and the present campus came into beii^g, 

A contract was entered into with a Mr. Clark of Portland by which he was 
to move the two main buildings (now known as Hoover Hall and Kanyon Hall) to

the new site, excavate for the buildings and build the foundation walls for the 
sum of $1359. Mr. Clark completed the task during the summer of 1892 and the 
buildings were ready for use on the new site at the opening of school in September, 
1892, the college's second year. 

By the beginning of the next school year a forty by sixty addition had been 
added to the original thirty-six by forty-eight foot structure. The boarding hall was 
described as "a commodious building of two stories and basement comfortably 
furnished for sixteen ladies and twenty gentlemen." 

President Newlin was a firm believer in the value of physical education and 
had stressed in his first annual report to the Board the need for a gymnasium. 
During the first year in the new location an upper room in the new addition to 
the main building was used for physical exercises, but the following year, largely 
through the efforts of the students and faculty, a gymnasium was built. Most of 
the actual construction of the building was done by the students themselves. The 
building is still in use, though later additions have much more than doubled the 
floor space. 

In 1894 the college was organized as a joint stock company with $40,000 
worth of stock at $50 per share. To allay any alarm the stockholders adopted a 
resolution affirming their belief in the authority of the Bible. 

In spite of every effort at economy, receipts from all sources never quite equal- 
led expenditures. Perhaps the nearest to a balance was in the fall of the year 
1892-93 when the treasurer's report shows that the tuition fees lacked only $13 
of paying salaries for the term. 

From the time the first issue of the Newberg Graphic carried an advertise- 
ment of Friends Pacific Academy the paper continued as a loyal supporter of the 
institution. The editor said of the first administrator, "President Newlin is the 
peer of any college man on the Pacific Coast and he is so regarded throughout 
the state." 

These early days saw the development of Newberg's first bank, the first grain 
elevator, the first electric plant in 1901, the telephone company, and the beginning 
of river transportation.

ENRY EDWIN McGREW, who took two degrees from 
Penn college and was principal of their preparatory department, 
came to Pacific College in 1900 as its second president. 

His first efforts were directed toward paying off the college 
debt. During the year 1901-02, a strenuous campaign raised more than $14,500. 
The treasurer's report in June, 1902, showed no liabilities and a small amount of cash. 

Although the first president had repeatedly called attention to the need for 
some permanent and regular income in addition to tuition and donations, nothing 
definite was done toward securing an endowment until 1902. Henry Mills that year 
deeded his house to the college as the beginning of the endowment fund. 

In 1905 it was proposed to raise $50,000. Subscriptions were not binding until 
the whole amount was pledged and the campaign was not completed because of 
the ill health of the president. 

The next year, in order to strengthen the control of the Yearly Meeting, the 
stock feature was abolished and the Pacific College Corporation came into being. 
Its membership totaled 152 and provision was made for a Boajd of Managers of 
twelve members. 

President McGrew's ill health caused him to resign in March, 1907.

U ROFESSOR FRANCIS K. JONES was made acting 
president for the term following the resignation of 
President McGrew. W. Irving Kelsey, who had been 
superintendent of Friends work in Mexico for a number 
of years and who had degrees from Earlham and the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, was chosen as the College's third presi- 
dent. He arrived for the school year of 1907-08 and found himself immediately 
confronted with the problems connected with an endowment campaign. 

During the administration of President Kelsey, a number of people joined the 
force who were to make outstanding contribution to the college. Eva Hummer Hull 
and Alexander Hull came to take charge of the work in music and Mrs. Hull taught 
piano and violin for the next twenty-one years. Professor Hull taught voice and 
cello, directed the chorus, and taught classes in music and writing for the next 
twenty-seven years until he went to radio station KOAC. 

Among others who came at this time were Oliver Weesner, who has been head 
of the Department of Mathematics since 1909 ; : Mrs. Emma Mendenhall Hodgin

ious capacities for twenty-three years ; and 
Miss Mary Eunice Lewis who became a fac- 
ulty member in 1910 and taught German 
for the next seventeen years. 

President Kelsey resigned in 1910, later 
becoming Professor of Biblical literature at 
Penn College, and Professor W. J. Reagan 
was appointed acting president. He filled 
that office during the school year of 1910-11. 
During this time was organized the Women's 
Auxiliary to Pacific College which has done 
so much through the years to help provide 
better equipment for the institution. 

The largest single appeal for funds for 
the college ever made for anything outside 
of endowment came in 1910 when plans 
were made for a new building. The mayor 
of Newberg, N. C. Christenson, called a 
mass meeting on February 10, 
preceded by a parade of stu- 
dents. At the meeting Ezra Wood- 
ward, editor of the Newberg 
Graphic, took charge and a total 
of $16,335 in subscriptions was 
raised toward a new $30,000 
building. During the next few 
months a thorough canvass of 
the town and surrounding coun- 
try was made. It was largely the 
work of Mrs. Amanda Wood- 
ward and Mrs. Evangeline Mar- 
tin who toured the country in a 
buggy drawn by faithful "Old 
Kit." The magnitude of their 
task is clearly illustrated by the 
fact that more than 600 names 
appear on the list of donors who 
gave the money for the new build- 
ing, which was erected and ready 
for use in the spring of 1911. In 
tribute to the two who had worked 
so hard the new building was 
named Wood-Mar hall.

JJ HE OPENING of college in the fall of 
1911 was under the presidency of Levi T. Pen- 
nington who came to Newberg from the pas- 
torate of the South Eight Street church in 
Richmond, Indiana. He had received his A. 
B. Degree from Earlham the year before. 

The need for more funds for the college 
was imperative and the Board had already 
voted to attempt an endowment campaign to 
raise $100,000. This work was begun in 1912 
and at a banquet held at the Imperial Hotel, 
Newberg, in October, 1914, it was reported that $65,000 had been pledged and an 
additional $10,000 offered. Before the end of the year $118,000 had been raised with 
less than $4,500 secured outside the field of Oregon Yearly Meeting. The rejoicing 
occasioned by the completion of this outstanding task is illustrated in the accompany- 
ing cartoon drawn by Professor Walter Spahr. After nearly twenty-five years of 

existence Pacific College finally had a sizable endow- 
ment. 

Mary C. Sutton first came to Pacific College in 
1911, and has now been on the staff twenty-nine years. 
Russell W. Lewis first joined the faculty in 1912 and 
has been a professor here for twenty-four years. How- 
ard McMinn and Walter E. Spahr both came in 1914. 
Other faculty members began their terms of service as 
follows: Floyd W. Perisho, 1915; Mary L. Johnson, 
1916; Dwight W. Michener, 1922; Perry D. Macy, 
1920; Chase L. Conover, 1926; and Emmett W. Gulley, 
1928. The list of outstanding faculty members through 
the years is included in the Almanac and only the 
pressure of material precludes a glowing story of their 
individual achievement. 

The war period delayed any attempt to raise 
additional endowment until 1920. In December of that 



EVERYONE was happy according

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year $25,000 was subscribed at a meeting in the New- 
berg Friends church and soon afterward $10,000 was 
subscribed at the First Friends Church in Portland. A 
canvass among Friends in Newberg and Salem brought 
the amount up to $47,000. President Pennington and 
Dr. Coffin raised $51,000 among Eastern Friends. By 
1925 the annual report showed $200,000 paid in and 
invested. On another trip East President Pennington 
secured $10,000. Before the end of the year 1925 the 
cash endowment had been brought up to $215,000 
with other subscriptions amounting to $33,000. In 1940 
the total endowment, as listed by the auditor, was 
$274,930.

The picture of the financial position of Pacific College is not complete without 
mentioning the tens of thousands of dollars which have been raised through the 
years for annual maintenance. None of this work was accomplished without real 
effort and the stories of achievements in this field will remain part of the College's 
unwritten history.

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The character of the work done by Pacific College had been considered very 
satisfactory by the State Department of Public Instruction from the beginning, 
but when the United States Bureau of Education adopted a set of conditions to be 
met for a college to be recognized as standard, Pacific College had to wait until 
the necessary endowment was raised. Its final acceptance by the Bureau of Educa- 
tion as a standard college was in December, 1925. 

There had long been a feeling in the community that there was unnecessary 
duplication of work in having a preparatory department with a standard public 
high school in the same town. At a Board meeting in February, 1929, it was decided 
to discontinue the preparatory department and the commercial work, allowing the 
class of 1930 to graduate as the last Academy class. Thus was accomplished the 
wish of the first president that the "College course should in no way be handi- 
capped by the lower grades." 

Carried on for years during the administration of President Pennington was 
the Lyceum course founded by Ezra Woodward which annually brought outstand- 
ing speakers and concert attractions to the community. 

A survey of this era in college history shows a decided advance in the require- 
ments for college entrance. At one time Pacific College required only three years 
of high school work and Oregon State was requiring only two. Along with this 
development came increased requirements for faculty members. When President 
Pennington came to Pacific College the faculty were all on the level of Bache- 
lor's degrees and the years increased this to Master's degrees or better.

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The domestic science labor- 
atory was fully equipped in 1917. 
The chemistry building was erec- 
ted in 1922 and over $2,000 was 
spent on additional equipment. 

Through the years, walks 
were built around the campus and 
the planting of trees was car- 
ried on by students and faculty. 

Twice during his adminis- 
tration President Pennington was 
given a leave of absence. In the 
years 1919-21 he had charge of 
the Forward Movement of 
Friends in America with offices 
at Richmond, Indiana. John D. 
Mills served as acting president 
during this time. 

In 1930-31 President and 
Mrs. Pennington made a visita- 
tion to Eastern meetings with 
three months of the time spent in 
England, Ireland and Wales. 

In thirty years as a college president in Oregon, Dr. Pennington has served 
as president of the Association of Independent Colleges of Oregon more times 
than any other man. 

Early in 1939, ideas began to form for changes in the girls' dormitory. Inter- 
ested faculty and alumni groups developed plans which were approved by the 
Board. Donald W. Edmundson of Portland was retained as architect and the 
actual work began on July 5 under the direction of Harlan Jones and Laurence 
Skene. President Pennington and Veldon Diment had worked one day on soliciting 
funds and raised $95. From the on until early in November they were kept busy 
with other workers providing the balance of the $6500 needed. Donations of labor 
and material were of great help and the loyal cooperation of all interested in the 
welfare of the college brought about the satisfactory completion of one of the 
finest material improvements ever made on the campus. 

At the same time a new drive was put across the campus connecting River 
and North streets and a new cement sidewalk was built from the remodeled Kanyon 
hall. 1941 has seen the addition of several areas of new lawn. 

By action of the board, ten acres just north of the campus is available to be 
added to the present twenty-three acres.

Mr. Gulley was born at Haviland, 
Kansas, on April 15, 1894. He gradu- 
ated from Green leaf Academy and 
later taught there. He received his 
A. B. degree from Pacific College in 
1917. After a year in the school of 
missions of Hartford Theological 
Seminary, he spent five years as a 
Friends missionary in Mexico. 

In 1924 he received his M. A. 
from Haverford and was field secre- 
tary for New York Yearly Meeting of 
Friends for four years. He came to 
Pacific College in 1928 and has been 
on the force since with a leave of ab- 
sence to do war relief work in Spain 
the first half of the calendar year 1939 
and to superintend the refugee camp 
in Cuba during the school year 1939-40. 

Closely associated with the col- 
lege faculty through the years have 
been the loyal members of the Board 
who have given unstintingly of their 
time as recorded on page forty-one. 

Amanda Woodward has served for 
eighteen years making a total of fifty- 
six years she and Ezra Woodward 
gave of their best to the College.

ARLY IN the life of the college the Ora- 
torical Association was formed by the students. 
Much interest was manifested in the work of 
oratory. From 1894 on for a number of years 
a primary contest was held at the college on 
the first Friday in February. The student who 
was awarded the first place in the contest rep- 
resented the college at the State Oratorical 
contest. Later debating was added as another 
feature of this work. 

In each of these two lines of college work, 
Pacific College held a splendid record among 
the educational institutions of Oregon. In the 

first fifteen years of the State Oratorical Association, Pacific College representatives 
won first place four times and second place three times, thus holding a higher rec- 
ord than any other institution. The debaters of Pacific won more than half of all 
the debates in which they engaged. 

In 1909-10 the debating team won the championship of the tri-college debating 
league. Pacific College debaters brought home a few more laurels from Pacific 
University in 1936. The women's team had clinched the title of state champions. 

After Dinner Speaking Contests, Peace Oratorical Contests, Extemporaneous 
Speaking Contests and Dramatics, have crowded out the great importance of the 
earlier Oratorical contests. Although the Old Line oratorical contests are still held, 
they lack the intense enthusiasm and the loyal support of the contests of earlier 
times. The crowds with their songs and yells and intense feeling of expectancy are 
gone with the passing of the years. 

In 1917 students and faculty originated the Old Pulpit Extemporaneous Speak- 
ing Contest, an annual event, the winner of which has his name engraved upon 
a tablet on the first pulpit used in Newberg. 

The Prohibition Association flourished for a time. Each year the assoia- 
tion sent a representative to compete in the annual prohibition oratorical contest. 
One year the representative from the college, Walter Miles, won the National 
Prohibition contest. 

LITERARY SOCIETIES AND PUBLICATIONS 
The Crescent Literary Society and the publication, the Crescent, were an out- 
growth of the Whittier Literary Society and its publication, the Academician. In 
the early days of the Academy, much interest was manifested in the Whittier 
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Literary Society which met every Friday night. This society published a monthly 
paper, The Pacific Academician, which was edited by a staff elected annually by 
the Literary Society. 

At the time the college was established, the name of the society was changed 
to the Crescent Literary Society, and its publication which was published each month 
was called the Crescent. In 1894 the magazine was managed by an editorial staff 
composed of seven members and a financial manager. The magazine consisted of 
twenty pages and a cover and was devoted to literary and college matters. At that 
time it ranked among the best of the college journals on the coast. 

In 1914 the Crescent was changed to its present form of a four page paper, 
published semi-monthly. This publication is now managed by the student body 
and is devoted to literary and college matters. From 1914 on, the Crescent has 
continued to be published in the same form and has had an active part in college 
affairs. 

At the beginning of the twentieth century, another literary society, the Junta, 
was organized by members of the Academy and all college freshmen who were not 
members of the Crescent Society. 

The Agoreton and Helianthus Literary Societies were active during 1906-1907 
and 1907-1908. They were voluntary societies, meeting for the purpose of literary 
culture. Their meetings were held weekly. 

In 1911 the Agoreton was revived as a men's Literary Society. At first much 
excellent work was done but the interest lagged and it breathed its last in 1922. 

The women's organization, the Trefian Literary Society, has a brighter 
history. In 1914 a group of young women of the College, feeling a need for some 
kind of literary organization, met and formed the Trefian Literary Society which 
has had an active part in college life since that time. It strives for the development 
of literary appreciation and for the promotion of good fellowship.

This club, called by the students, the Boosters' Club, was most active around 
1915 and was ready to do anything and everything that would help the college 
from yells at a football game to help in evangelistic meetings or to canvass for 
endowment or for new students. 

The Pep Club was organized in 1938 by the girls to promote pep and enthus- 
itsm in all student body affairs. In 1940-41 both boys and girls were included. 

STUDENT BODY AND CLASSES 

Functioning usually as a unit, but sometimes divided by class strife over a ban- 
ner or old Bruin, the students have been organized each year by classes and as a 
student body which sponsors plays, May Day, Homecoming, the Crescent, and L'Ami. 

L'Ami was started as the student annual by the Class of 1938 in 1935. Delmer 
Putnam was first editor followed by Wilbur Newby, Arney Houser, Jack Bennett, 
and Helen Robertson. 

INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS CLUB 

The International Relations club of Pacific College was organized in May, 
1931, in affiliation with the Carnegie Foundation for International Peace. The 
meetings are held bi-weekly. Both men and women are included in its membership. 
Its principal interest is the study of international and interracial questions. Reviews 
of books presented to the club by the Carnegie foundation are given in the meetings. 
COLLEGE CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATIONS 

The Christian Associations in the College have from the very beginning been 
strong organizations. In the first catalogue of the college, 1891-92 one finds 
the following : 

"Both ladies and gentlemen maintain strong Christian Associations and each 
holds a prayer meeting at the close of the school day on Tuesday afternoon." 

In the succeeding years, a similar mention is made of the activities of these 
groups. The young men held meetings Sunday afternoons in addition to their 
weekly meetings. 

The catalogue of 1896-97 says : "The spirit of the Christian Associations per- 
meats the entire college. New students are welcomed by the members. The Christian

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welfare of the students is as carefully guarded as their intellectual advancement." 

Among the special classes organized by these groups were: a personal work- 
er's class, Mission classes, a Friends history class, and one in comparative religions. 

It was in the year 1910-1911 that a chapel period was given to these associa- 
tions for the^r meetings. This practice has been continued ever since. At many 
times through the years, every member of the student body and faculty has be- 
longed to the Y. M. or Y. W. 

The deputation work of the Christian associations was started early and has 
had a large place in their activities. 

These groups cooperate in sponsoring many school enterprises. Among these 
are the reception for new students held each semester, the providing of baskets for 
needy families at Thanksgiving time, a Christmas party for the poor children of 
Newberg, and caring for the devotional life of the students through prayer meet- 
ings and regular meetings on Wednesdays at chapel time. 

ALUMNI ASSOCIATION 

The Pacific College Alumni Association is a lot like Topsy — it just grew. First 
there were alumni and then they got together and there was an association. Even 
their program has been on the same informal basis. One year they work on a 
student loan fund, another year they put every effort on Kanyon hall, and other 
years they mislay the vice-president and don't do anything else very constructive. 

Working without an alumni office or employed record keeper, the association 
has accomplished a great deal in binding together loyal graduates. They plan soon 
to consider uniting with the Old Students' Association in the interests of greater 
efficiency. Each commencement the alumni entertain the Senior class at the annual 
banquet and also hold a spring meeting in addition to cooperating with Homecoming 
and the Old Students' Reunion in December.

NE OF the alumni suggested recently that I write a book entitled "From 

Bustles to Shorts." Well, my connection with the college does not cover all that 
time. I arrived after bustles had disappeared, and I am leaving before the era of 
shorts has come to flower in Pacific College. 

The Students — what a multitude that means ! Pacific College has always been 
small as colleges go — only fifty years as a college, with the Academy reaching 
another six years back toward Adam. But thousands of students have been in its 
halls pursuing an education (or being pursued by it, and skilfully escaping). 
I myself have handed diplomas to 238 college graduates and there have been 
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113 more, a total of 351. There have also been hundreds of graduates from the 
Academy (I have myself handed diplomas to 189 of them), in addition to com- 
mercial graduates and those who have received certificates and diplomas from the 
music department. And it takes four figures, and the first one not a 1, to number 
the students who have been in Pacific College and its preparatory department 
under my administration and who have not completed their work for a degree, in 
addition to the thousands here before I came. 

Where did they come from? Oregon, Idaho, Washington, California— from 
these states in the order named came most of them. But many other states have 
been represented, as well as various provinces of Canada; and outside of North 
America they have come across two oceans to attend Pacific College. The white race, 
the brown, the red, the black, all have worked together here for the attainment of 
the "truth which makes men free." 

Where have they gone, these students who drank of the "everflowing foun- 
tain" here "close beside Chehalem's mountain?" Where have they gone? 

Back to the farm; into the bank; to the physician's office; to the law courts; 
to the teacher's desk ; to the preacher's pulpit ; to the mission station on the foreign 
f ieid ; to the business office ; to the editorial chair ; into legislative halls ; into work 
for the relief of human suffering at home and abroad; one went to the White 
House, after doing a work in the relief of human suffering which dwarfs the work 
which most presidents of the United States have done. Gratifyingly few have gone 
to the divorce courts; none, so far as known, have landed in prison. And of course 
hundreds of former students and 25 graduates of the college have gone into the 
Great Beyond, having completed their work here on earth. 

On page forty-five in the Almanac is a table showing the present occupations of 
the graduates of the college so far as known. But this is only a meager picture, 
even statistically, for the present occupation does not by any means show the road 
by which the graduate has come to his or her present position. Quietly at home in 
Oregon is the woman physician who has seen the tigers and cobras, the poverty and 
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ignorance, the blind eyes and the blinded hearts of India. Succeeding to the presi- 
dency of his alma mater is the man whose service for humanity has taken him to 
Mexico, to Spain and to Cuba, in addition to work in the eastern part of America. 
At the editorial desk of the leading church paper among American Friends sits 
the man whose father was president of the college board longer than any other 
man has held that office ; and this church paper editor came to his present position 
by way of a teaching position in Pacific College, reportorial and editorial work on 
his father's paper, teaching work in Earlham College and Haverford College, and 
his work as general secretary of the Five Years Meeting of Friends in America. And 
so one might go on — and on, and on. 

Accurate tabulation of occupations is not an easy thing, for no small number 
of Pacific College graduates are so versatile that they carry on more than one job 
at a time. 

The first man ever to receive a diploma from Pacific College was for years 
a public service corporation head and general manager, a banker, and owner and

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director of a number of other enterprises. A considerable number of other com- 
binations are in evidence, perhaps the commonest being teacher and housewife, a 
rather natural combination in a way, because though the home-makers at present 
outnumber any other classification in this tabulation, educational work has at some 
time in their lives taken more of Pacific College's graduates than any other occupa- 
tion — the total so far as can be known today is 219, though other old timers than 
those counted in this list may have had teaching experiences of which even the re- 
tiring president of the college does not know after 30 years of service. 

And to avoid making too long a tabulation, numerous and sometimes rather 
widely differing things have been combined. The "Business" classification, for 
instance, includes general merchandising, (such as the selling of groceries, feed, 
hardware, automobiles and automobile supplies, books and stationery, paint and 
glass, brick and tile, fruit, jewelry, lumber, etc.), banking, insurance, real estate, 
printing, laundry, business management, painting, manufacturing, salesmanship, 
newspaper publishing, transportation and other public utilities, and private bus- 
inesses such as barbering, photography, etc. 

Among those listed in the classification of educators are two college presidents, 
teachers in great institutions all the way from Oregon State College to Yale, teach- 
ers in church-related schools from Pacific College to mission schools in many parts 
of the world, public school teachers from kindergarten to superintendent of city 
schuols, private teachers of music, librarians, directors of educational Y. M. C. A. 
work, etc. There are seventy-six who are now actively engaged in educational work, 
in addition to 143 others who have at some time been teachers. 

Under the head of "Church Workers" are listed graduates who are engaged 
in a variety of occupations. In addition to thirty graduates who have done teaching

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work in church-related schools and colleges in the past and a dozen , or more who 
are now so employed, there are among these listed as church workers thirteen minis- 
ters, five who are working in foreign fields, and such others as assistant pastors, 
workers in the Young Men's Christian Association and the American Friends 
Service Committee, the editor of the American Friend, etc. 

It is a goodly company. Most of them have been partly and not a few of 
them entirely self-supporting during their college days. From humble homes they 
have come, and into great tasks they have gone, with a part at least of their prepara- 
tion for large service acquired. " 'neath Pacific College banner of old gold and 
navy blue." They have here developed a definite service motive, a desire "not to 
be ministered unto, but to minister." And so it is not surprising that so large a 
share of the graduates of Pacific College have gone into the so-called sacrificial 
callings, and have become teachers, ministers, missionaries, social workers, etc. It 
is gratifying that in proportion to the size of our student body and alumni, Pacific 
College sent more of her young men and women into war relief service in the 
World War of 1914-18 than any other college in the world. In addition to those 
now on the foreign mission field, eight other graduates have done service there. 
The body of one of them is buried in the heart of Africa where she loved and 
labored. 

What tomorrow is to bring to humanity is beyond human ken. But as the 
years pass, it is the confident hope that Pacific College will continue to build char- 
acter in its students so that they may be prepared to do their work in the world, 
whatever changed conditions they may be required to meet. There are not only as 
good fish in the sea as have ever been caught, but there are as good students in 
Pacific College today, and the same will be true tomorrow, as those who have 
gone out in past years, to do service for humanity of which all lovers of the college 
can well be proud.

CTIVITY HAS been plentiful and varied during the years the Quaker lady in 
the glass case has looked down with mixed emotions at the strange chain of events 
passing before her doll's gaze. 

Only in recent years has Pacific College given student dramatics a prom- 
inent place in her student activities. The faculty appoint a supervisor for student 
plays and provide for capable coaching. Plays have usually attracted large audien- 
ces. About four plays have been given each year, one each being given by the 
Freshmen and Senior classes, and two by the student body. 

The faculty of Pacific Academy thought music was important enough to add 
a music department to the curriculum which consisted of courses in voice and in- 
strumental work with Cora B. Miles as the first instructor in this line of study. 

A chorus was organized in 1892 and more courses were added to the instru- 
mental group. Two years later Miss Sargent was hired. A diploma for completion 
of the course was an additional feature of the department. 

Alexander Hull and Eva Hummer Hull were elected to have charge of the 
department of music in 1908. They continued in this capacity until Eva Hull's death 
in 1929. After this Alexander Hull remained department head until 1935.

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The chorus traveled to many nearby points during the period from 1926-32, 
thus presenting the college to the public. 

Joseph Finley was in charge of vocal instruction in 1935-36. 

Earl Wagner has been head of the music department since 1935 and instructor 
in piano. Florence Tate Murdock has served as vocal instructor and chorus director 
since 1936. Splendid work has been done by the string trio under the direction of 
Robert Hirtzel, violin instructor since 1940. 

May Day celebrations have always furnished colorful entertainment. These 
festivals, occurring in recent years only biennially, present a fascinating mixture 
of the old and the new, of old English and modern costumes and characters. The 
royal procession marches to the throne where the queen is crowned amid her adoring 
court, the May Pole is wound, and the traditional folk dances and drills are pre- 
sented by students. Then these give way in the afternoon to baseball and tennis. 

Many other student activities come to mind — the campus day, the outings on 
the rivers and the parades. And while these may be only incidental to college life, 
they figure very prominently in the memories we all have of our years at Pacific 
College. 

And then there were the class scraps. At certain times, class loyalty would 
well up in the bosoms of students and well nigh smother any other feelings and 
interests. Many times has Hoover Hall been the scene of prolonged and destructive 
class fights. Class numerals or class banners prominently displayed were signals 
for conflict. Whether the lack of strong class antagonisms in recent years is, or is 
not, a sign of progress, it has at least done away with many problems of discipline 
which used to trace lines of care on the faces of the faculty. 

In recent years Homecoming has come to play an important part in the fall 
activities of the school. It is usually preceded by Campus day with its opportunity 
for good fun and real work.

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ROM THE first class of Pacific Academy we have brought you up to the 
present moment and the students of Pacific College as they looked one bright May 
morning in 1941. 

In these next pages you will find the pictures of each class and what the 
class thinks about itself. 

The ambitious class of 1941 entered the halls of Pacific College in the fall of 
1937 starting the year right by electing Wesley Smith president and Margaret 
Lou Parker secretary-treasurer. 

The Sophomore class with the assistance of the Gold "P" Club initiated the 
rooks, but they found that the Freshmen were unwilling to be little lambs. In re- 
turn, the Frosh gave the Sophs a picnic. We are very proud of our athletic awards 
as Freshmen. Half of the letters awarded went to this class in 1937-38. 

The annual Freshman edition of the Crescent was published just before the 
class presented its three-act mystery-comedy "Oh Day," in March.

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At the opening of school for the fall term in 1939, fifty-seven eager students 
entered Pacific College for the first time. 

Their freshman year was an eventful one and was characterized by the form- 
ing of a "Pep Club" for the school with one of its own members as president. The 
class play, "Dover Road," was presented with an enthusiastic backing from the 
entire class. 

The Sophomore year was begun under the able leadedship of James Spirup, 
the class president. The class, which has maintained an enrollment of twenty-nine, 
has been active in school affairs. Almost every member has held office or taken 
part in some way in the various organizations of the college. 

Major offices held by the sophomores during the year have been: Editor of 
the Crescent, Melvin Ashwill ; L'Ami editor, Douglas Cowley; Publicity Manager, 
George Bales; President of the Y. M. C. A., Galen Miller; President of the 
Y. W. C. A., Elenita Mardock. 

Both the boys and the girls of the class have been well represented in school 
sports. The boys' basketball team won the interclass basketball tournament for the 
second time this year. 
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Completing their first year by presenting the comedy, "College Daze," the 
class of '44 proved that the title of the play does not apply to. them and that dra- 
matics are "right down their alley." Beside their class play, the freshmen were well 
represented in the successful student body play, "Whispering Walls." 

The girls' trio, Betty Lou Gardner, Irene Lewis, and Mary Frances Nordyke, 
sang with Betty Dixon on college programs from the state station, KOAC, Corva'llis. 

The freshmen have contributed more to the athletic teams this year than any 
other class. Golden Noble, student-coach and president of the class, has had as 
proteges several outstanding athletes from the rock ranks. Among them are Claude 
Lewis, Keith Williams, Harold Christensen and Alan Knight, football lettermen;

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(J THLETICS AND physical education have gone hand in hand with intellectual 
pursuits at Pacific College. The founders of the institution and the student body 
from the very beginning have had a proper respect for the place of exercise and 
health. One of the numbers of the Crescent fifty years ago states that "there are 
three very important points to remember: it is very evident that we cannot have 
schools without students, we cannot have students without health, and we cannot 
have health without exercise." These early records tell of organized sports such 
as football, basketball and tennis for the men and such exercises as wand drills, 
dumbells, Indian clubs and hiking for girls. 

In order to carry on these and other sports which were subsequently taken 
over, strong athletic associations have been maintained by both men and women. 
Prof. J. J. Jessup is mentioned as the first president of the Athletic Association. 
For many years money was raised to support sports through the voluntary mem- 
bership fees but this was changed in 1914 so that a student body fee was collected 
from everyone and a portion of this was turned over to the Athletic association. 

During the first few years of the college the sports were for the most part 
intramural. The first football game ever played in Newberg occurred in the fall of

1894 and was between Willamette University and Pacific College. The Willamette 
team arrived by the steamer "Hoag" from Salem. A large delegation met them 
at the river and they all marched to the football field headed by the Pacific College 
band. The visitors outweighed the local boys twenty-five pounds per man and it is 
interesting to note that the coach of each team played in the game. Pres. Hawley of 
Willamette (later representative in Congress) played with his team and Professor 
Jessup played for Pacific College. Other names appearing in that first contest were 
Hill, Baker, Patton, Gardner, Edwards, Ellen, Holt, Leavitt, Stanbrough, and 
Wilson. 

The next year witnessed the first intercollegiate track contest in which Pacific 
participated. The meet was held at Salem with U. of O., Portland University, 
O. S. C, Willamette and P. C. competing. In addition to the regular field events 
which we know today they had such events as the hammer throw, half mile, mile 
and five mile bicycle races, 50 yard dash, baseball batting and throwing and the 
hop, skip and jump. In this first state meet Pacific College won third place. Fred 
Scott of P. C. received special mention for winning the pole vault at 9 ft. 3 in. and 
his beautiful form was mentioned. Two years later at a similar meet, T. W. Heater 
won first place for P. C. again, clearing the bar at 9 ft. 6 in. Perhaps the most 
notable track meet in which Pacific ever anticipated was the Annual League meet 



THE CHAMPIONSHIP SOCCER TEAM OF 1929 was Ben Huntington, Burton Frost, manager, Hans 
Nieland, Ervin Diment, George Donnell, Emmett Gulley, coach, Frank Cole, Bob Bissett, Ralph Moore, 
"Link" Wirt, Fred Harle, Carl Sandoz, and Elmore Jackson 
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held in 1902 at McMlnnville in which we won first place. Roy Heater was the 
hero of that meet, v. inning so many firsts in the dashes, hurdles and jumping 
events that he brought the victory to P. C. almost single handed. Perhaps no greater 
athlete was ever produced at Pacific than he. Other great names in track were 
Redmond, Pemberton, Kenworthy, Johnson and Hodson. 

Basketball appeared on our campus in the winter of 1898. T. W. Hester and 
others first saw a game played at the Y.M.C.A. in Portland. They were captivated 
by the new game and secured a ball which they brought back to the college. The first 
exhibition game was later played on the third floor of the old Commercial Hotel on 
N. Main Street because there was no adequate gym on the college campus. 

The first place used as a gym on the campus was the upper part of the south 
wing of the old academy building where the music department now is. Later the 
north part of the present gym was secured and in 1906 the south part was added. 
Dressing rooms, splendid lights and minor improvements have been added from 
time to time. 

Our greatest basketball year was reached in 1917 when Pacific College won 
the league championship and defeated O. S. C. 34 to 25. 

In 1916 a men's letter club was formed using a "Q" as the letter. Soon after 
they changed to the letter "P" and the "Q" was adopted by the girls letter club 
which was organized in 1934. The purpose of this club was: 

1. To create good sportsmanship among the students of the college. 

2. To further interests in athletics. 

3 To encourage all college activities which further school spirit. 

The qualifications for membership were: The candidate shall have received

During the late 20's soccer became a major 
sport and was quite popular. In 1929 our soccer 
team rated highest in the northwest. Pacific Col- 
lege was scored on only once during the season 
and in three years lost only one game, piling up 
28 points to 6 against us. 

In addition to organized intercollegiate 
sports, there have been interclass games of all 
kinds, volley ball, all school field meets, gym 
classes, sack rushes and hiking. 

Today our major sports are baseball, foot- 
ball, basketball, tennis, etc. In addition there is considerable interest in Softball, 
archery, badminton and track. 

Pacific College still believes that sports and exercise have a proper place in an 
educational institution and active participation by all students is encouraged. Two 
years of physical education credit is required for graduation. 

Although gymnastic work and systematic physical training for women were 
given from 1893 on, it was not until 1916-17 that the young women were organized 
into a strong women's athletic association. Since that time it has been active and 
interested in all the athletic events of the women. 

All college women enrolled in physical education or working for letters are 
automatically classed as members of this organization.
